which will be fatal to many nfWHpapiTs. Tho prcsont domand is 
perhaps 25 per cent, greater than the 8U])ply, and prices are on a 
famine basis and going higher. At present ratea 6t advertising it 
in iibpoiaible for moat newqpapera to make money. 

If this siluntion wore llielc result of iiiniiipulation or inonoply, 
it might be dealt with by the usual legal measures, though prosecu. 
lion and legislation are disappointing in results. In fact, the present 
Eituation is the result of shortsighted attempts in the past to re 
Strict the price of paper, which has kept capital outg of manufacture, 
•o-that the industry now is not able to meet the publishers' needs. 

The crisis can Ite iiu l only liy voluiiliiry sclf-di'iiial — uuloss il 
be allowed to develop uutil the weaker publisliers go uuder. The 
Tiribiine is in a fortunate situation because it mauufactures its own 
paper. But it believes it would be ai national misfortune if news- 
paper or other publications of merit were vicitimized by this abnor- 
mal condition, per haps even to the extent of being fotoed out of 
existence. 

The Tribune believes, therefore, that the stronger publidations 
shotild forego their advantage to a reasonable extent and enter into 
an agreement to cui-tail the consumption of newsprint paper. The 
agreeomit must be general and advertisers should give pnblie apirit> 
«d help by assenting to restrictions of space. 

' The Tribune would be glad to lend the movement for restric- 
tion, but has gone as far as it I'l'ols it is roasonabU- that it should 
go until a general agreement is put iu force. It stands ready, how- 
ever, to join in a general movement to bring consumption down to 
the level of supply and tlnis s;l^.■ a sitiiMtioii which nnist soon prove 
disastrous to many publics tion^ and a public misfortune. — Chicago 
Tiibnne.

The promptness and di^cision with which Congn-ss passed lb.' 
prohibition enforcement hill over the Presidential veto were inspired 
by a determination to rebuke Mr. Wilson for undertaking to sry 
that a law should not be enforced merely because he had asked its 
repeal by Congress, and had been refused.

CHILD WELFARE 
REPORT SOON TO 
BEANNOUNCEO 

Conditions of Children In Kentaeky 
An to IMNribed Soon— Iitm* 
tiftton H«T« BOM ■•Ni 

According to a statement given out 

Sunday by Raymond O. Fuller,^edi- 
torlal seoreUry of the NaUonal Child 
Ijibor Committee, the report o(*the 
committee on "Chlid WeKare In Ken- 
tucky" will be ready (or distribution 
in about ten days. 

"The keynote of the report," Mr. 
Kullor said, "is the Idea that child 
welfare Ib a proHtable bill Of iBVOSt- 
ment for any state." 

"The report," he added, "in a letter 
written at tbe request of Kentucky 
people to all tbe people of Kentucky 
suggesting that more stock be taken 
In the enterprise. It describes exist- 
ing conditions affecting children in 
respect to health, sohooling play, la- 
bor, dependency, delinqnenoy and so 
on, gives -an analysis of State lawa and 
administration and 6ntllnea a eompre- 
henalvo lagtalatlTo program." 

The National Child Labor Commit- 
tee made the survey ot eondlttoiu In 
Kentucky upon an Invitation from the 
the Kentucky Child Labor Association, 
the State inederatton of Women's 
Clubs, the State Board of Health, the 
Louisville Welfare League and other 
Kentucky agencies and through Its re- 
port is Kivlnr siirh assistance as is 
possible to the people of the State in 
their efforts in behalf of child 'Welfare. 

Spaking ot the National Child Labor 
Committee, Mr. Fuller said it wa.s or- 
ganized by a citizen ot Alabama, Ed- 
gar Gardner Murphy, and in Ut03 was 
incorporated by Congress as an organ- 
ization for the promotion and stan- 
dardization of child labor legislation. 

"It does not claim ln(alllbillty," Mr 
Fuller said, "Indeed, lU principal rec- 
ommendation In this Instance is that 
some body of Kentucky cltisens be de- 
signated by the Oovemor to consider 
the whole field of child welfare legis- 
lation and formulate a program thor- 
oughly adapted to the SUte. The find- 
ings and recommendations in the re- 
port are (or the use o( the cltisens of 
Kentucky themselves, such use as they 
may see fit to make of them." 

"WTillo the National Child Labor 
rommittee oiiposeH child labor," Mr. 
Fuller said In closing, "It favors chil- 
dren's work." "Children's work be- 
comes child labor, however, when it is 
loo severe, too monotonous, or when 
it ilcprives children of education and 
play. 

"The wage earning function of tin 
family or of the comnuinlly docs not 
belong to the children. It Is Ihe duty 
o( society to see to It that the poverty 
o( parents does not rob the children 
o( their rtght(ul opportunities. 

"Through mothers' pensions chil- 
dren's scholarship and In otbir ways 
society can make H possible tor chil- 
dren to go to sohoot and In this man- 
ner be helped out of Boverty."
